British Bishop Warns of L'thargy-Displayed j 


—England and America brought closer! 


together by the War 


WASHINGTON. D. C., Nov. 9.—The 


common people of the nations aliiad 
against Germany must arise in their 
might and demand a League of Nations 
or -war will never end. 


This is the message ot the Rt. Rev. 


Charles Gore, lord bishop of Oxford, 
England, who has been speaking In 
this country under the auspices of the 
national committee on tho churches 
ind the moral aims of the war 
to 


irouso the American people from the 
sluggish, apathetic attitude it holds 
toward this vastly Important subject. 


England," says Br. Gore, "is suffer- 


ing from the same sluggishness. 
It 


must cease if we ar$ resolved that this 
war must be the last. 


"We cannot build a lasting peace on 


the rotten foundation of the competi- 
tion of nations for supremacy. 


.Matter for Individual 


"Every man must swear in his inner- 


most heart a solemn oath that war in 
the future must be prevented by the 
organization of a supreme authority 
that will be super-national because it 
will be international. It must be based 
on a new conception of tho relations of 
nations to one another. 


"It must exercise restraint upon the 


economic or military power of Its mem- 
bers, it must provide an international 
police and a court of arbitration and 
conciliation. 
Tho 'world has come to 


realize that it can no longer exist as a 
collection of separate nations. 


"Let peace be made on the -wrong 


terms, and we will never again have 
the chance we have now to mako war 
forever impossible. 


'President Wilson's New York speech 


advocating the formation of a league 
of Nations I regard as an epoch in the 
history of the world; yet there was al- 
most no discussion of it. In England, 
Balfour. Asqulth and 
Lloyd George 


have given voice to the same views bnt 
over there as here the people 
have 


failed to appreciate the importance ot 
this subject. 


"•The spirit of militarism has swept 


the world, and who is to blame for It? 
Not the soldiers. 
They entered the 


war with a spirit of adventure, but 
they soon came to loathe war with an 
indescribable loathing. 


Hlame for JIIlHnrlum 


"The newspapers, the women and tho 


clergy are to blame. They have failed 
to see their duty, and to impress upon 
the minds of tha public the fact that 
this is a war for peace as well as for 
liberty. The church has been content 
to echo the voice of the street, and has 
not made men understand that it Is the 
representative of the Prince ot Peace. 


"England and America have 
been 


brought immeasurably closer together 
by the war. The mere fact ot" our com- 
mon language made us more capable of 
disagreeing with each other, but when 
two nations or two individuals work 
for a common aim, their sympathy ot 
common co-operation breeds a sympa- 
thy which swallows up minunaerstand- 
ings."

riod, although no one can tell how

Most of us have not considered this 


question at all: we liave thought va- 
guely of an immediate return to peace 
conditions follow ins the final victory. 
But a little study of the history of 
wars is enough to show the mislead- 
ing character of such a, thought. 
The 


Franro-Fruasian war, for example was 
a matter, not of years, but of only a 
few months. The number of men mo- 
bilized, while 
large 
in 
comparison 


with previous wars, was small in com- 
parison with this; it did not begin 
to tax the man-powor and the re- 
sources of the nations involved as this 
one has done. 
Yet even aft^r that 


•war it required a year to return the 
soldiers to civil life. 


Bringing Them llomr 


When I WHS in France, bcfnrr our 


own entry into the conflict, the Can- 
adian military authorities stated that 
it would require at least a year to 
bring their armies home; the Austra- 
lians figured a year and six months. 
Since then we have poured into France 
more than two million men together 
with mountains of supplies which can 
only be appreciated by those who have 
seen, our huge store houses over there. 
Assume that twenty transports carry- 
ing an average of 2000 
men 
leave 


French ports every week, It will re- 
quire fifty weeks to bring back our 
men to this side. 


Ko we must accustom ourselves to 


,tho thought that some of our boys, at 
least, will he on the other side for a 
year or more likely two years after 
the final victory is won and peace is 
declared. 
Mazzini mnde the wise ob- 


servation that "the morlrow of victory 
is more perilous than its cvc.'1/'. It is 
our business as good citizens, as fath- 
ers and brothers and sisters and moth- 
ers and friends of the boys over there, 
to see to it that their morrow of vic- 
tory is not perilous that the perld or 
demobilization be not made a period 
of demoralization.

If there has been 
need of these entertainment features in

General Pershing very early in his 


experience in France came to the con- 
clusion that there are better

Englishman on furlough can make his 
way across the channel 
to Blighty; 


thn Frenchman can go home. 
But for 


the American fighter there wan 
no 


place except Paris, or one of the oth- 
er big towns. Therefore he arranged 
with the war work agencies to secure 
and operate the great resorts of France 
that beforu 
the war 
attracted 
the 


wealth and society of the world.

sorts like Aix 1-^es 
Bains 
with 
its 


group of huge hotels and its celebrated 
Casino were taken 
over bodily and 


placed under the charge of a. group of 
devoted American men and women sec- 
retaries.

WITH THE AMERICAN FORCES IN 


FRANCE. (Correspondence of the As- 
sociated 1'ress.) — It was thmree Amer- 
ican privates who save the French civ- 
ilians of the German occupied village 
of Thiaucourt the greatest thrill of 
their lives.

been waiting — and then the Americans 
came.

torn village of Thiaucourt not a. soul 
wns in the streets.

So in the streets and in 
tho houses, some of them occupied 
only a few hours previously by Ger- 
man officers and men, the Americans 
made themselves at home, for a short 
breathing spell, and the Fren'ch pop- 
ulation of the village endeavored to 
satisfy the appetites of their deliv- 
erers. 


From the time the Germans reached 


Thiaucourt in September, 1914, until a 
few days after the village had been 
rn- taken by American troops the civ- 
ilians were entirely without fresh meitt 
of any kind excepting now and then 
a chicken or a rabbit which 
were 


raised in cellars without the knowledge 
of thji Germans. 
AH the cattle, in the 


region of Thiaucourt were taken by 
the Germans, but the cows being left 
to furnish milk for babies. 


Until the United States entered the 


war, 
food was sent to Thiaucourt by 


way of the Netherlands hy tiie Amer- 
ican relief committee and later by a 


j Spanish relief committee.

some admiral told him the story. That 
does not mitigate his offense in the 
slightest degree. 
The termination of 


tho greatest war in all history was not 
a,' matter that should be announced on 
hearsay evidence by somebody who 
was not in the position 
to 
know 


whether the statement made was cor- 
rect or the reverse. 


Only a news faker would send out 


an unverified or unauthorized state- 
ment on such an extremely important 
subject. The Associated Press would 
never take such a 'chance even on 
unimportant matters. 


If this -'news" bureau had not per- 


mitted similar offenses against truth 
and decency; if it had not on repeat- 
ed occasions, victimized the Amer- 
ican public by fals"e reports, its guilt 
in this case might be somewhat mit- 
igated. It might be supposed that a 
mistake had been made or that tho 
thing was not deliberate; but it was in 
the same class of news fakes as gave 
Dr. Cook credit for discovering the 
North Pole, as had Queen Victoria 
dead twenty-four hours before she 
passed away, as reported Pope Leo 
XIII dead .four years before his death 
actually occurred and had Pope Plus 
dead twenty-four hours before 
-he 


away. 


In announcing this death the news 


faker told of the "sweet accents in 
which the pontiff 
spoke 
to 
those 


around his bedside whose prayers for 
his passing soul were broken by quiet 
sobbing." 


The ordinary reader would suppose 


that those words could be written only 
by someone who was by the bedside 
of the dying pontiff, but in all prob- 
ability they emanntect from the imag- 
ination of somebody in the office of the 
Boston American which 
gave them 


publicity. 
The news of tin; pontiff's 


death was given out by the Associated 
Press when it occurred just two days 
later; but Ihere was nono of the slop- 
py stuff concerning v/hat occurred at 
his bedside in his last momc-nts.

It was for perform- 
ances of this kind that ihc Hearst In- 
ternational service, so-culled, was ban- 
ished from the war none and that the 
Hearst papers were denied the use 
of the mails. 


There is here a lesson for tho people

The Associated Press is the only re- 
liable American news service and the 
other* are 
mere 
scavengers, 
irre- 


sponsible and unreliable. 


It is gratifying to note iliat the 


public is beint? educated to a knowl- 
edge of what papers are reliable and 
what are not. 
When they see the 


Associated Press despatches printed 
n any newspaper, they can rely that 
they are issued hy correspondents who 
dare not lie and dare not .send out 
fal.se or misleading stories. The war 
news of the Associated Press from the 
very beginning has been verified in 
every important feature and the most 
authentic that could be obtained from 
tlie most authoritative sources. 


The Sun has repeatedly cautioned 


the public against placing reliance in 
the Hearst newspapers sent to this 
ulty with scare heads and stiiisatiunul 
stories for which in juuny cases there 
is no foundation whatever. 


The papers that thus impose upon 


.he public are obtaining money under 
false pretenses and should be held ac- 
countable for such stories. 


The fake reports of Thursday after- 


noon cost tho workmen of! this city a 
considerable amount of money. 
As 


soon an it readied the United States 
Cartridge shops, the men stopped wojrk 
and spontaneously began to celebrate. 
They lost part of the afternoon, and 
very few men or women returned to 
work in the evening. 
Thus there was 


considerable 
financial loss to the 


employes and a loss also to the com- 
pany. What happened in Lowell was 
duplicated in many other cities, & 
that the hoax proved an expensivei one 
to the American people; but perhaps 
the experience will be worth all it cost, 
in teaching the public to distinguish 
between newspapers that are reliable 
and those that deliberately try to im- 
pose upon the credulity oF. the public. 


CpLLEGE EXTENSION CLASSES 


The 'college extension 
department 


under the direction oC James A, Moyer 
of ..the atate board oC education has 
"been- rather handicapped" this year by 
the war and the influenza epidemic". 
As 4 result, the number of classes to 
bo conducted in the various cities, will 
not be so numerous as formerly. This, 
we believe, might be overcome 
by 


liaving the principal of the vocational 
school in each city, 
announce 
tho 


classes to be formed and. call for reg- 
istrants. Up to the present, there has 
not been any satisfactory plan of! or- 
ganizing the classes, this being left 
largely to the initiative of some pupil 
or teacher who wished to have a 
particular class formed. 


If Principal Fisher of the Vocational 


school should announce that on cer- 
tain evenings there would be regis- 
tration for a class in advanced "Rng- 
lisb, another in business administra- 
tion and. one in mathematics, 
civil 


government or any 
other 
popular 


branch, then those who desire to join 
such classes would make application. 
If there is no demand in any .subject 
thus announced then the department 
may reasonably assume 
that 
such 


classes are not wanted. 
There might 


also be an arrangement

Principal Fisher would be the organ- 
izer of a class in any of the courses 
provided, in case he found a sufficient 
number of applicants. 


The department is doing splendid 


work, both by instruction through a 
number of teachers and processors nnd 
by correspondence. 
In cities outside 


Boston the scope of tho 
extension 


work might be more effectually im- 
pressed upon the attention of those 
who most need the opportunity it of- 
fers. Director Moyer has been doing a 
great deal to overcome these difficul- 
ties, but evidently without the funds 
necessary to cover every step thai he 
might deem necessary for building- up 
this system of instruction and makh-i 
it more available, especially to tlie 
cities outside BOH ton.
